453 KILLED IN 
78-HR. PERIOD 
OVER NEW YEAR

The nation ended its three-day 
observance of the New Year at 
midnight Sunday, breaking all 
previous traffic death records 
for the holiday and surpassing 
the worst fears of traffic ex­ 
perts. 


Highway accidents during the 
78-hour period claimed 453 lives, 
passing the New Year’s high 
m ark set during a four-day holi­ 
day in 1955-56 when 409 persons 
died.
